missioner John T. Fitzpatrick, of the 
bureau of labor statistics, which was 
imparted today in a bulletin entitled 
“ Missouri's Visible Coal Supply; the 
Yearly Output.” 
In the same bulletin the announce­ 
ment is made that the 1912 output of 
Missouri amounted to 4,329.850 short 
tons, consisting of 4,322,116 tons of 
bituminous, 14,157 tons of block and 
2.582 tons of cannel coal, valued at 
$7,633,864. 
It was the highest pro­ 
duction of any single 
year 
dating 
from 1 8 4 **. when extensive mining of 
coal for commercial purposes com­ 
menced in 
Missouri. 
This was an 
increase of 502,749 tons, or 12.13 per 
cent, in quantity and of $1, 030,798, or i 
15.61 per cent, in value over 1911, 
when the production 
amounted 
to 
3.836,107 short tons, valued at $6.- 
603,066. 
Prior to 1912 the largest pro­ 
duction of coal in Missouri was in 
1903, when it amounted to 4 238,586 
tons, about 100,000 less than that of 
1912. 
Some interesting facts on th e , 
production of coal in Missouri in 1912 ! 
as compared to past years follow: 
Coal mining in 
Missouri in 1912 
gave em ploym ent to 9.704 men. who 
worked an average of 2<*6 days, com­ 
pared with 10,259 men and 182 days 
in 1911. 
The rate of production per 
man is low. being 477 tons for the 
year and 2.17 tons for each day in 
1912. and 374 tons for the year and j 
2.05 tons per day in 1911. 
Mining 
machines are used chiefly in the thin 
beds where long-wall mining is prac­ 
ticed. 
In consequence, tile long-wall 
type of machine is in the majority. 
There were 86 m achines employed in 
the coal mines of Missouri in 1912. a 
decrease of 6 as compared with 1911.

In baseball, written, the ex­ 
pression "fanned" is good, because 
it is a picture word, not merely tell­ 
ing a fact, but drawing a picture of 
the inexpert futility of the 
hatter, 
but when the reporter calls the ball 
the "p ill” he neither has invented a 
short cut nor has he found a 
more 
expressive phrase. He is merely trv- 
irg to be funny. In the race for origi­ 
nality lie fiequently become unintel­ 
ligible.

clinging, 
hardened dirt washed off 
lf the ground Is fairly dry whets 
they are dug, and if they are allowed 
to take the air and the wind for ti 
while, 
they 
will 
usually 
be 
clean 
enough to do without washing. Them 
is ever}- reason for digging them dur­ 
ing such weather conditions. 
Potato digging should be made a 
sort of an odd job. one that can be 
done at any time when there is noth­ 
ing more pressing to do. 
The potato 
crop should be an important one, and 
any farmer who is forced to buy po­ 
tatoes for table use should look upon 
himself as temporarily disgraced. 
Enough potatoes are spoiled every 
year by careless digging to feed a city 
of the second class for twelve months. 
Only in communities where the po­ 
tato is the main and staple crop is 
there any real care shown in digging 
and handling this very important food 
crop.
